37 CFR 1.111. 

Applicant's response to the office action (mailed on 9/30/03) filed on 1/30/04 has been fully considered and entered into the 
application. 

Applicants have canceled claims 1-13, 15-35, amended claim 14 and added new claims 36-54. Claims 14, 36-54 are currently pending 
in this application. 

Newly submitted claims 50-54 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: the 'method of translocating a transporter peptide' has been elected to prosecute in this application 
(claim 14) which was examined on merits. The newly added claims 50-54 are drawn to a 'method detecting translocation of a 
transporter peptide across the membrane' which is distinct from the examined method claim. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 50-54 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 42(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The current amended claim 14 is different in scope compare to the original claim 14 (or the examined claim 14). The original 
claim 14 recites that the transporter polypeptide is selected from the group consisting of of SEQ ID NOs: 1-6. Applicants have elected 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 to be examined in this application (see the response filed on 7/15/03). 

The instant amended claim 14 recites that the transporter polypeptide of general formula Xm-R-Xo-R-Xn, wherein X is a 
non-basic amino acid. And the elected species of SEQ ID NO: 1 does not read on the amended trasnporter polypeptide of formula 
Xm-R-Xo-R-Xn, because X is non-basic amino acid, m is zero, o is zero, n is 2 to read on SEQ ID NO:l (RRTK). However, in the 
amended calim 14 formula X is a non-basic amino acid and the SEQ ID NO: 1 RRTK sequence Lysine would not read on the non 
basic amino acid. Thus, the amendment is considered as non-responsive.
